IS NOW CLOSED 


And the Panama Canal With All IU 


Unsavory Odori B«long« to 


Your Uncle Sam. 


Paris, May 3.—Having wound up the 


details of the big financial transaction 
connected with the Panama transfer 
J. Pierpont Morgan lett Paris today 
for Aix-Les-Bains. Before his depar- 
ture be gave the correspondent ol the 
Associated Press the main points of 
the final agreement as follows: 


The Panama .Canal Co. wished to 


hare the money turned over in Paris 
instead of in the United .States, and 
was willing to pay all the expenses 
incident to the payment here. In or- 
der to accomplish this the United 
States has appointed the Morgan; Co. 
fiscal agents for the purpose .of the 
payment, the Morgan Co. in turn, to 
make a contract with tne Panama Go. 
whereby'the $40,000,000 will be paid 
in Paris. This contract specifies the 
Banqtte De France as depository and 
also the proportion of the •payments 
going to the old and the new Panama 
companies respectively. The signing 
of this contract closes the transaction, 
it only remains for the Morgan Co. to 
carry it. out by making payments from 
time to time to the Banque De France- 
This will be done so as to cause no 
disarrangements of the American or 
French money markets. 
The report 


that a syndicate of Paris bankers is 
interested is incorrect. The appoint- 
ment of the Morgan company as fis- 
cal agents placed the whole transac- 
tion in their hands. They •will asso- 
ciate with Lazard Freres nnd other 
houses of a similar character in Now 
York «nd here, but so far as the Uni- 
ted States is concerned It entrusts 
the financing operation to tho "Mor- 
gans.
